The people of Potsdam, near ferlin, have 
recently been stirred up by a sevies of mui 
tary high jinks.

Late one Wednesday evening ashort time 
ago the tetiring Potesdamers were thoown 
into a state of high excitement by some 
military evolutions of # rather unexpected 
aml unprecedented kind. The regiment of 
the Ganies du Corps got the order at 10 
o'clock to take the huperial Stadtselidess 
by storm, Iu the wildest haste every soldier 
Jutuped inte the Clothes nearest to his bed, 
tumbled down to the parade ground within 
the lorracks, and le aped to the saddle of 
his waiting horse.
